The forenoon was not far advanced when

PROBATE COURT. 


An Assistant Judge of Probate Asked For] 


in towell. 


A bill has been introduced into the legis- 


lature asking that an assistant judge of 
probate be appointed for Middlesex county. 
The bill will come up for consideration 
next week, and the Lowell representatives 
intend to make a great naftit for its passage. 
Suffolk county succeeded last year in hav- 
ing an associate justice appointed, and 
tlierp is no reason why Middlesex county 
should not have one. There is plenty of 
work for one. It often happens now that 
Lowell lawyers are compelled to wait seven 
or eight weeks before they can set a caae 
assigned in the probate court. This delay 
is due to the rush of business. Should the 
bill pass, the associate justice will un- 
doubtedly sit in this city.

An interesting lecture was given yester. 


•day afternoon in the High school hall bv 
Pruffessor Sohurr on the subject of natural ! 


j history. The collection of specimens on 1 


i exhibition in the Bon Marche was put up , 
| by the pioi'essor, and KTIUJ but a small . 
portion of what bis discourse coveted. 
The attendance at the lecture was unusual- 
ly large, numbering as it did about 400 
teachers. 


He opened his lecture by alluding to the 


admirable harmony found in nature and 
adaptation of the animal to the vegetable 
and both to the mineral and climatic con- 
ditions. Love, wisdom and truth predom- 
inate throughout all nature and it would 
be well if man followed the same rule 
Real love was not 
what was gener- 


ally considered as regard for human beings 
but it included regard for every living 
thing. There is otder aad regularity in 
the kingdom of nature and a degree of 
perfection which it would be well for mau 
to follow. 


He next spoke of ants which show a re- 


markable degree of intelligence. 


Speaking of the white ants eptainon in 


tropical countries, he said: "They build 
great mounds which are from 18 to 20 feet 
high and 43 to 50 feet in circumference, so 
that to a stranger they look I ike hay stacks. 
The walls are 2 1-2 inches thick, all honey- 
combed on the inside, and the building is 
constructed in six stories. This mound j 
may be likened to a regular empire 
there is no empire in this world where so 
much order, system, regularity and organ- 
ization are maintained. The walls ate so 
hard that one has to work with a pick aie 
for some time before he is able to make au 
opening. 
The third story is the queen's, 


nd here she lays eggs at the rate of 80,000 


, day. The workers carry these eggs to 
he fourth story, whioh is the nursery, and 
here tbey put the eggs in cells, close them 
up and leave them there. In three or four 


ays the nursing ants open the cells, take 
ut the larvae and nurse and feed them for 
a period of about six weeks." 


Aud here comes in a very wonderful 


hing. The workers have to go out and 
cour the country for food, and when they 
eturn tbey store it all in the fifth story. 
There the nurses find it and they select 
.xactly what is suited to the age and re- 
quirements of the larvae in the nursery on 
he floor below. The sixth story is the 
dome, which also is the centre of the ven- 
ilating system of the structure.

sects, he said everything in nature would 
take care of itself If man would only let it 
alone. We kill off the birds and next we 
lave a flood of insects and caterpillars

mown as the Tree Creeper was encouraged 
nstead of hunted and killed the gypsy 
moth would soon be exterminated. Every 
jird is good for something. The English 
sparrow is a much maligned bird but it is 
all wrong. He has his place and is a use 
iul iitt'.e bird. After careful investigation 
I could never find that he drove away any 
othtr birds as is generally stated. Of 
course he defends his neat as any bird will 
:rom intruders, for he is a pugnacious little 
fellow but I have s*en him in company 
with the most delicate birds and he never 
attempted to injure them. 


No, the ones who are driving away our 


songsters and our warblers are those wbo 
kill them for the purpose of supplying the 
fashionable world with finery, and the 
women who must have bird's wings and 
feathers to wear in their bats and bannets. 
40,000,000 birds have been killed during the 
last 10 years. 
I sincerely hope the ladies' 


here will teach a different lesson from 
that.

course he defends his neat aa any bird wll 
from intruders, for he is a pugnacious little 
fellow but I have wen him in company 
with the most delicate birds and he never 
attempted to injure them. 


No, the ones who are driving away our 


songsters and our warblers are those who 
kill them for iho purpose of supplying tbe 
fashionable world with finery, and the 
women who muat have bird's wlnge anc 
feathers Lo wear in Lhelr haLs aud bonnets 
40,000,000 birds have been killed during Lhe 
last 10 years. I sincerely hope the ladies 
here will teach a different lesson from 
that.

stitutions, BO much the worse for the

THE CLEANING OF QUAIL NEATLY 


DONEBYSCISSOES. 


How to Cook Mushrooms—Brittle Hair— 


Making Jioueat—Kid Gloves. 


To clean a dozen quail iu six minutes, 


tuicl to do it without evi-n soiling your 
finger.s, you need a pair of scissors. The 
lung handled, short bladwl scissors used 
by taxidermists arc best, as they cut 
bone.-; •with less exertion of strength. 
Take up one of them, remove tho head, 
^vings and fpot in five brief clips, cut- 
ting off tho wings pretty close to the 
body, and the legs above tho knuckle 
joint, just where the fiathers begin. 
Then tc.ir the skin off the breast, roll it 
b;ick fnun the sides and ?trip it down 
along; tho back almost in one piece. A 
fow plucks ur 'the r< nwiumg feathers 
leave the bird bare exu^t tho tuft of 
feather> oil the tail. 


Aj;uLu taking up tho t-ci^snrs, insert a 


sliarp iioiai through thu flank of tho 
bird up near the shoulder and make a 
clean cut back through the ribs to the 
thin p,m of the belly under the end of 
the bri'.ibtbone. Repfat for the opposite 
sids. Of course the bird then fails near- 
ly apart, the viscera being all exposed. 
Now place tho points of the scissors 
well up in tho cavity of the body, just 
above where the 
heart lay exposed, 


make one jicat clip and cut tho liga- 
ments which bind the upper viscera to 
the backbone; then, still Uhiug tho scis- 
sora and not the ringers, in one move- 
ment rake back all the viscera, which 
hun:;'quite free of thb abdominal cavity 
and is attached to the tail, or "pope's 
no-e." One more clip close up the body 
be\ei'b thu "pope's nose," and viscera 
and tail feathers fall uc a stroke, the 
bird remaining iu the hand clean and 
freo from blood.

How to Remedy Brittle Hair. 


A remedy for hair that is brittle and 


falls out is to pour a gallon of cold rain 
water on an onuce of sulphur and half an 
ounce of sugar of lead. 
Let it stand, 


covered carefully, for a week, stirring 
occasionally. Strain it off and wash the 
hair with it every day, and when dry 
brush it with a stiff brush. The cost of 
this is but 10 cents a gallon, and my ex- 
perience has been an entire cure for 
these evils. The sugar of lead is poison- 
ous, so keep it where no animal can 
drink it. 


How to Make Xougat* 


Peel 4 pounds of small sweet al- 


monds, dry them •well, put them in a 
warm place; put into a copper pan 2 
pounds of pounded sugar and about 13 
ounces of white honey; put the pan over 
the fire and let the contents boil, skim- 
ming it the whiia After the first boil 
put in four tablespoonfuls of rye sirup 
and a few drops of citric acid. When 
the sirup has cooked enough, take it 
off the fire, flavor it with any desirable 
essence, add a few drops of vegetable 
c;irmine to tint it. pour it on to an oiled 
piece of marble, and with a wooden 
spoon bring it all toward the center to 
form a pliable mass. Work the paste by 
pulling it lengthwise for about two min- 
utes. This must be done by two persons, 
and briskly, so that tho material has not 
time to getrcold. In this mass mix the 
warm almonds and two haudfuls of 
blanched pistachios; arrange it in a 
wooden box, lined throughout with 
strips of wafer. Smooth the surface of 
the nougat. It should be arranged in 
pieces about two inches deep. Cover this 
also with wafer; put on the lid; weigh 
it down so as to press tho contents close- 
ly together. After 10 minutes take off 
the weight and cut the nougat in thin 
strips. 


Hxnv to C'oolc Miwlu-ooms. 


If fresh, let them lie in salt and wa- 


ter about one hour. Then put them in 
tho stowpan, cover with water and let 
them cook two hours gently. Dress them 
with cream, butter and flour, as oysters, 
and .season to taste, To fry them, when 
peeled put them into hot butter and let 
thorn heat thoroughly through. Too 
much cooking toughens them. Season 
well with butter, pepper and salt Serve 
on buttered toast. A teaspoon of wine or 
vinegar on each mushroom is a choice 
method. To bate them place some laige 
flat ones, nicely cleaned and trimmed, 
on thin slices of well buttered toast, put- 
ting a little lump of butter in each, as 
also a suuff of pepper and salt; lay them 
on a taking trny and cover fhem care- 
fully. Heap the hot ashes upon them 
and let them bake on tho hearth for 15 
or 20 minutes. They can also bo broiled. 
Choose the largest sort, lay them on u 
small gridiron over bright, coals, the 
stalk upward. Broil quickly and serve 
with butter, pepper and salt over.

There are "wandering spiders," with no 


flied residence, which have the power of 
running sideways or backward and threw 
out threads to entrap prey, but do not 
weave them into regular wobs 
"Prowl- 


Ing spiders" have nests, but prowl about 
in the neighborhood or in that of the 
threads whidh they spread to catch prey. 


''Sedentary spiders," such as the com- 


mon house spider, spin largo webs and lie 
in wait at the middle or the side. "Water 
spiders" live in the water, generally among 
the leaves and stems of aquatic plants, 
where they construct; their webs. 


Perhaps the most remarkable of spiders' 


nests are those of the "trapdoor spiders" 
belonging to the group of "underground 
weavers." The nest: is a tubular burrow 
lined with silk and having the entrance 
covered with a circular lid of the same 
material, attached to the edge of the lining 
by a kind of hinge. 


In thu most common form of nest the 


lid Is made thick by having layers of earth 
between the layers of silk and it fits, like 
a cork, into the mouth of tlio tube which 
is beveled to receive it. As mosses grow 
on the lid as well as the surrounding 
ground, the concealment is complete. 


In some types of nest there is a thin 


external door and then one ol a more solid 
kind some inches below, behind which the 
inmate can place itself and resist the in- 
trusion of an enemy. In one kind of these 
double door nests a side gallery branches 
off from the main one, and the external 
door is so placed at tho angle that it can 
be made to shut either of them. 


A New Wrinkle In Ice. 


An Ingenious apparatus for the manu- 


facture of "cube ice" is an invention re- 
cently exhibited in London. The ma- 
chine, as described by The Lancet, Is a 
simple one, in which blocks of pure arti- 
ficial ice are placed, emerging in the same 
but a stronger shape and possessing some 
peculiar characteristics. 
When tapped 


with an ice chisel or oven a penknife, 
they break up into cubes of convenient 
size, instead of shattering into irregular 
and ill assorted lumps. The invention 
has the virtue of economy, as there is no 
waste from broken ice, and the cubes are 
symmetrical and attractive. It is thus 
explained by The Lancet: "In the course 
of some experiments Mr. Van der Weyde 
observed that ice at a temperature below 
freezing point, when newly cut and Itfc 
in contact, adhered so strongly that it 
would not break in the same place, where- 
as, when exposed to s warmer tempera- 
ture, it would split at the originally cut 
places with great ease, and so, with this 
extended knowledge of tlie interesting 
phenomenon of relegation, first brought 
to light by Faraday and afterward studied 
by Tyndall, Mr. Van der Weyde developed 
his invention as the outcome of its practi- 
cal application."

Ilopeat for tho opposite 
Hide. Of oourso the bird then falls uear- 
ly apart, the visoora being all exposed. 
Now plrvco tho points of tho scissors 
well up ilr tho cavity of tho body, just 
above where tho heart lay exposed, 
ruako ono nollt clip and cut tho liga- 
mcnta which bind tiro nppur viscera to 
tho backbono; then, still using tho Bcifl- 
Gorri and not tho lingers, in ulro move- 
ment rako back nil tho viscera, whiob 
hangs finite free of th'o abdominal cavity 
and is dltaohi'd to tho (ail, or "popo'B 
nose. " Ono moro clip eloso np the body 
severs iho "pope's nose," and viscera 
aud tail feathers fall at ft stroke, the 
bird remaining in tho hand clean and 
frco from blood. 


How to ncmcrty Brlltlo Hair. 


A remedy for hair that is brittle and 


falls out, is to pour a gallon of cold rain 
water on an oriuoo of sulphur1 and half all 
ounct) of fiugar of lead. 
Let it stand, 


covered cirrofnlly, for a week, stirring 
oecasionall}'. Strain it off and wash tho 
hair wi til It ovory day, and when dry 
brush it with a stiff brush. Tho cost of 
this is but 10 cents a gallon, and my ex- 
perience has boon tin entire cure for 
theso evils. The sugar of load is poison- 
ous, RO keep it whoro iro rurimol can 
drink it.

How Vo Make Xonpnt* 


Peel 4 pounds of small sweet ftl- 


niomK dry thorn well, put them in a 
warm place; put into a copper parr 2 
pounds of pounded sugar and about 13 
ounces of white honey; put Lho pair over 
tho flro and lot tiro contents boil, skim- 
ming it tho while. After tiro first boil 
put in fonr taulespoonfnls of rye Birup 
and n fow drops of citrio ncid. When 
tho eirup has cooked enough, take it 
off tho tire, flavor it with any desirable 
essence, add u few drops of vegetable 
carmine to tint it, puur it on to an oiled 
piece of mirrble, nnd with a woodon 
spoon bring it all1 toward tho center to 
form a pliable mass. Work tho pasta by 
pulling it lengthwise for abont two min- 
utes. This must be done by tvo persons, 
and briskly, BO that tho material has not 
time to gotrcold. In this mass mix tho 
warm almonds and two haudfuls of 
blanched pistachios! arrange it in a 
wooden box, lined throughout with 
strips of wafer. Smooth (ho (surface of 
the nougat It should be arranged In 
pieces about two inches deep. Covor this 
also with wafer; put on tho lid; weigh 
It down so as to press tho contents close- 
ly together. After 10 minutes toko ofl 
the weight and cut tiro nougat in thin 
strips. 


IIow to Cook MilMhroimiB. 


If fresh, lot them Iro in salt aud wa- 


ter about ono hour. Then put them in 
tho stowpan, cover with water and let 
thorn cook two hours gently. Dross them 
with cream, butter and flour, as oysters, 
arid season to taste, To fry them, when 
peeled put them into hot butter turd let 
them heat thoroughly through. Too 
much cooldrip toughens thorn. Season 
well with butter, peppor and salt Serve 
on buttered toast. A teaspoon of wire or 
vinegar on each mushroom is a choice 
method. To baVe them place soiuo largo 
flat ones, nicely cleaned and trimmed, 
on thin slices of woll buttered toast, put- 
ting a little lump of butter in each, as 
also a snuff of pepper and salt; lay them 
on a baking tray arrd cover them care- 
fully. Heap the hot ashes upon thorn 
aud let them b.lie on tho hearth for 15 
or 20 minutes. They can also bo broiled. 
Choose the largest sort, lay them on u 
small gridiron over bright coals, tho 
stalk upward. 
Broil quickly and serve 


with butter, pepper and Fait over.

Ing Bpidors" have nests, but prowl about 
in tho neighborhood or in that of the 
threads whidh they spread to catch prey. 


''Sedentary spiders," such aa the com- 


mon house spider, spin Itirgu webs and lie 
in wait at tho middle or tho sido. "Water 
§pldors" live In tho water, generally among 
the leaves nnd ateme of nquutio plants, 
where they construct their webs. 


Perhaps the most remarkable, of spldera' 


nests nre thoHo of tho "trapdoor spiders" 
belonging to the group of "underground 
weavers." The nest la a tubular burrow 
lined with silk and having tho entrance 
covered with a circular lid oE the same 
material, attached to the edge of the lining 
by a kind of hinge. 


In the most common form of nest tho 


lid Is made thick by hnvlng layers of earth 
between tho layers of silk and It fits, like 
n cork, Into tho mouth of tho tube which 


bevrlcd to receive it. As mosses grow 


QD tho lid as well as tho surrounding 
ground, tho concealment Is complete. 


Iu Rome typue of nest there is a thin 


external door and then one of a more solid 
kind Bo'mo inches below, behind which the 
inmate can place Itself and resist tho In- 
trusion of uu enemy. In one kind of theso 
double door nests a Bide gallery branches 
off from tho nmlu one, and tbo external 
door is so placed at tho angle that It uau 
bo imulo lo shut ollhur of them. 


A. New Wrinkle In Tec. 


An Ingenious apparatus for tho manu- 


facture of "cube ice" is an invention re- 
con My exhibited In London. 
Tho ma- 


chine, as described by Tho Lancet, is a 
simple one, in which blocks of puro arti- 
ficial Ice are placed, emerging in tho eama 
but a Etrongur shape nnd possessing some 
peculiar characteristics. 
When tapped 


with an Ice chisel or oven a penknife, 
they break up into cubes of convenient 
size, Instead of shuttering into liTegrilnr 
and ill assorted lumps. The Invention 
has tho virtue of economy, as there 13 no 
van to from broken ice, and tho cubes are 
symmetrical und uttractive. It Is thus 
explained by Tho Lancet: "In tho course 
of some experiments Mr. Van dcr Wcydo 
observed thut ice at a temperature below 
freezing point, when newly cut anil left 
in contact;, adhered so strongly that it 
would nob break in tho same place, where- 
as, when exposed to a warmer tempera- 
ture, it would split at the originally cut 
places with great ease, and KO, with this 
extended knowledge of the interesting 
phenomenon of relegalion, first brought 
to light by Faraday and afterward, studied 
by Tyndoll, Mr, Van dcr \\~eydo developed 
his invention as the outcome of its practi- 
cal application."

NEW YORK, June 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 


Weekly Review of Trade says today: 


The outlook for business seems a little 


better on the whole, though the improve- 
ment is not great. 
Moreover, it is im- 


possible to distinguish between .mere re- 
placement of orders cancelled for want of 
fuel or other causes, and the new business 
for which works are anxiously looking. 


That cancellations have been heavy is 


certain, and it is not entirely clear that 
orders of equal magnitude have gone to 
other works that are able to fill them. 
The strikes hav« not ended, though there 
is renewed reports that at least a partial 
Settlement is near. 


Speculation in products has 
turned 


toward higher prices, and wheat has 
risen 5 cents, with an official state report 
of injury in Kansas. The actual receipts 
in 
western ports have been 1,417,092 


bushels, against 2,348,391 last year, and 
the Atlantic exports only 914,898 bushels, 
against 2.253,955 last year. Corn rose 2 1-4 
cents, partly in mere sympathy, but with 
more substantial accounts of injury, the 
western receipts having been 2.865,459 
bushels, against 3,545,291 last year. 


Pork products 
and 
coffee are un- 


changed, and cotton is steady at 7.37, 
with slender receipts, in spite of the de- 
cline in exports and visible stocks here 
and in Europe, amounting to 2,785,441 
bales, against 2,774,607 last year, more 
than enough to supply the world's re- 
quirements for four months. 


In the Industrial World. 


"With only 2937 coke ovens working, and 


14,576 idle, with the Cambria discharging 
half its force, and seven out of nine of 
tha Carnegie furnaces in bessemer out of 
blast, the production and manufacture of 
iron and steel are smaller than at any 
other time for years. While it is be- 
lieved that the deterred work will cause 
heavy production after the strike termi- 
nates, the demand for products is at pres- 
ent much, below general 
expectations, 


even in the east. 


Other industries hare been less af- 


fected, but many of the textile mills, 
even in New England, have now been 
closed for lack of fuel or of orders, be- 
sides other concerns in great numbers be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Mississippi 
river. The market for goods is dull and 
weak, with further reductions in price, 
and stocks visibly accumulating. Sales 
of wool in the past five weeks have been 
16,949,498 pounds at three chief markets, 
against 12.875,000 last year, and 26,796,150 
in the same weeks of 1S92. 


The returns of failures are still en- 


couraging, 216 in the United States for 
the week, against 322 last year, and 40 in 
Canada, against 27 last year. The liabili- 
ties in all failures reported in the month 
of May were $13,305,357, about $5,420,000 at 
the east, 84,500,000 at the south and $3,- 
400.000 at the west Out of the aggregate 
$5.165,025 was of manufacturing, and $6,- 
683,499 of trading concerns.

18 by Alexander B. LoWj one of the jurors, 
becoming insane while Charles W. Brooke 
was summing up for the defense. The 
jury was then dismissed and a new trial 
ordered. 


The case was called up again April 13, 


1894. A jury was finally secured April 25, 
since when the trial has dragged along, 
relieved by the sensational incident of 
May 13, when Mr. Chandler suggested 
that his client would plead guilty to 
manslaughter.

Judgment Fused on Appropriation Bill* 


For Government Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The diplomatic 


bill, as agreed to by the senate committee 
yesterday, appropriates $1,579,438, an in- 
crease of $69.700 over the amount ap- 
propriated by the house bill. 


The salary of the minister to Belgium 


is increased from $7500 to $1U,000, and that 
of the minister to Switzerland from $6500 
to S7500. 
A secretary of legation for 


Nicaragua is added, at £1800 per annum. 


The appropriation for co ntin^ent ex- 


penses of United States consulates is in- 
creased to the extent of $30,000, atid an 
additional $10,000 is appropriated for the 
bureau of American Republics. There 
are also small increases for clerk hire and 
for consuls general, consuls and vice 
consuls. 


The army bill, as agreed on. shows an 


agRregate increase of only $19,460 over the 
house bill, the total being $is,606 H. The 
increases by the senate committee include 
815,000 for the removal of the Apache and 
other Indian prisoners from Mount Vernon 
barracks, Alabama, to Bort Sill, Indian 
Territory, and for their support; and $10,- 
300 for the purchase of Ian 1 for a rifle 
range at Sacketts Harbor, >f. Y.

His real name was Richard de la 
Battayle or de Bello He held a prebentlal 
stall in Lincoln cathedral and was pro- 
mof d to a tjt:dl in this cathedral in 1305, 
afterward becoming archdraeou of Read- 
ing. During the troublous times of Crom- 
well the map was laid beneath tho Door of 
Bishop Audley's chap?!, where it remain- 
ed secreted for some time.

A North Carolina Republic. 


What is left of the eastern branch of the 


Cherokee Indians, nenr numbering about 
10,000 persons, livo uponu tract known as 
tho Qualla reserve, comprising some 50,- 
000 acres in ono of tao richest valleys of 
the western North Carolina mountains, 
under a perfectly organized republican 
government. The reservation lying along 
the Ocona Lufta and Soco creeks is practi- 
cally a republic, independent In every way 
of the stato and national governments. 


Tliis little republic has a constitution of 


its own, which provides that the chief's 
term of office shall be four years, with a 
salary of $500 a year, and $4 a day extra 
when on the republic's business in Wash- 
ington. None but a Cherokee of "more than 
3."> yours of age is eligible to the chieftain- 
ship. 
An assistant chief upon a salary of 


$&A) a yc ar is one of the natior.al council 
and performs the duties of the chief in the 
absence of the latter. In addition there 
are three executive advisors and a council 
comprising two delegates from every hun- 
dred persons of the tribe. 


This council is presided over by the 


chief, who, although he has the veto pow- 
er, is not at libr-rry to act in any matter 
of public policy without the authority of 
the council. The voting franchise is re- 
stricted to every male Indian above 16 
years of age and to white men who have 
Indian wives. 


Under the provisions of the constitution 


no one i* eligible to oflico who has ever 
aided or uboclt'd or iu any way joined the 
whites in defrauding the tribe, nor can any 
person bold office who denies the existence 
of a God or of a future state of rewards and 
punishments. 


The little republic gets along with a snr- 


prisingly small amount of friction. 
The 


elections for chief and assistant, corre- 
sponding with the positions of president 
and vice president of the "United States, 
are usually practically unanimous, and 
there has never been tiny disloyalty wor- 
thy of notice since the present form of gov- 
ernment was inaugurated.—Atlanta Con- 
stitution.

flower laden receptacle Is illustrated in 
Tho Country Gentleman. 
The top and 


the shelf below are of cherry, left in ita 
natural state and so unspoiled by the 
vivid red stain that is so commonly given 
this naturally beautiful wood.

cult ,matter to accomplish. Repeated scald- 
ings will often fail to make » sponge sweet 
and soft, as it wa- originally. 
The best I 


way to do is to tnfce care of it at first. If I 
the sponge is freed from soapsuds and hung [ 
where it will get dry each time after it is 
used, ic will not b" ome sour. In order to 
do this, wa-h tho soap out with warm wa- 
ter after using it and rinse it in cold wa- 
ter. Squeeze it as dry as you can with tho 
hands, but do not wring it, as that would 
break the fibers It is a good thing to dry 
sponges In summer in the bright sunshine. 


It is a great nn-take to shut a sponge up 


in a close biiX, even though the box maybe 
of solid silver. A sponge shut up in this 
way-with the lea-! dampness is sure to 
acquire an impure odor in time. The best 
place to keep a sponge is1 in an open basket 
of wire.

Oil \Vclls In the Ocean. 


Reports from various sources render the 


existence of submarine oil wells very prob- 
able. Oil floating on the surface of the

The M11HU Worked Hard and Will Re-

Yesterday was governors day at Camp 


Framingharn, and a lare;e assemblage of 
visitors thronged 
around 
to 
see 
the j 


soldiers. 


Governor Greenhalge, true to camp code, 


was up before the dew dried. Considering 
the drawbacks, he passed a comfortable 
night preceding and looked very much 
alive, with a shiny tile and attire of fiue 
black. 


He called around to see General Bridges 


and said "good morning," and General 
Brid»»s replied with a deafening salute of 
seventeen guns from the battery. 


Thereupon the governor got astride of a 


violent steed and rode unconcernedly about 
the encampment in a way that made eyes 
stare 'out. 


General Dalton and General Champlin 


sat their steeds In excellent shape, and 
Cols. Parker and Walsh of this city ap- 
perred to be at ease riding. 


The usual battalion drill was executed in 


the morning. Lieutenant-Colonel Shum- 
way of the Second was brigade 
officer of 


the day. 


Guests In Plenty. 


The forenoon was not far advanced when 


the guests and visitors began to arrive. 
The Xaval Brigade was represented by a 
group of officers. Colonel Matthews of the 
First and Colonel Bancroft of the Fifth 
were seen, as well as other officers. 


The Executive council and the committee 


on military affairs were escorted from the 
depot in the morning, and accompanied by 
their ladies, were entertained 
at head- 


quarters. 


The Governor and his party,Lieutenant- 


Governor Wolcott, ex-Governor Haile, In- 
surance Commissioner Merrill, the Hon. 
Michael J. Murray of Fitchburg and Henry 
A. Thomas, the G-overnor's secretary,were 
some of the strictly civilian in appearance 
who were enteitained at headquarters. 


The first call for review was given at 2.10

The Plumbers' License Bill. 


Governor Greenhalge signed a bill to li- 


cense plumbers on Wednesday. 


The act provides that no person, firm or 


corporation shall engage in or work at the 
business of pumbing, either as a master or 
employing plumber or as a journeyman 
unless such person, firm or corporation has 
received a license or certificate therefor. 


On or before the first day of September, 


1894, every master or employing plumber 
and every journeyman plumber engaged in 
or working at the business of plumbing in 
this commonwealth prior to the 10th day 
of July, 1894, and desiring to engage in or 
work at said business in any city or town 
where licenses for plumbers are required, 
shall personally register his name and ad- 
dress at the office of the board of health or 
of the inspector of buildings, to whom ap- 
plications for licenses are to be made in 
such city or town, and state, after being 
sworn, where and how long he has been 
engaged in and worked ai said business 
and whether as a master or employing 
plumber or as a journeyman plumber. 


The bill provides for the anpomtment of 


examiners and inspectors by boards of 
health, whose salaries shall be fixed by city 
councils and boards of selectmen.

Spcakine of !he white ants common in 


tropical countries, he said: "They build 
Cieat moiinds which are from Ib to 20 feet 
high and 45 to 50 feet in circumference, 30 
that to a stranger they look like hay stacks. 
The walio are 2 1-2 inches thick, all honey 
combed on the inside, and the building is 
constructed in six stories. This mound 
may he likened to a regular empire and 
there is no empire in this world where so 
much order, system, regularity and organ- 
ization are maintained. The walls are so 
hard that one has to work with a pick axe 
for some time before he is able to make an 
opening. The third story is the queen's, 
and here she lays eggs at the rate of 80,000 
a day. Tbe workers carry these eggs to 
the fourth story, which is the nursery, and 
there they put the ejrgs in cells, close them 
up and leave them there. In three or four 
days the nursing ants open the cells, take 
out the larvae and nurse and feed them for 
a period of about six weeks." 


And here comes in a very wonderful 


thing. The workers have to go out and 
scour the country for food, and when they 
return they store it all in the fifth story. 
There the nuraes fiud it and they select 
exactly what is suited to the age and re- 
quirements of the larvae in the nursery on 
the Boor below. The sixth story is the 
dome, which also is the centre of the ven- 
tilating system of the structure. 


The oiten send out colonies as do bees 


and settle where they cs,n fiad the material 
they require. 


After describing the various kinds of1 in- 


sects, he said everything in nature would 
take care of itself if man would only let it 
alone. We kill off the birds and nest we 
have a flood of insects and caterpillars 
which ruins our crops. If tbe little bird 
known as the Tree Creeper was encouraged 
instead of hunted and killed the gypsy 
moth would soon be exterminated. Every 
bird is good for something. The English 
sparrow is a much maligned bird but it is 
all wrong. He has his place and is a use- 
ful little bird. After caraful investigation 
I could never find that he drove away any 
other birds as Is generally stated. Of 
course he defends his nest as any bird will 
from intruders, for he is a pugnacious little 
fellow but I have seen him in company 
with the most delicate birds and he never 
attempted to injure them. 


No, the ones who are driving away our 


songsters and our warblers are those who 
kill them for the purpose of supplying the 
fashionable world with finery, and the 
women who must have bird's wings and 
feathers to wear in their bats and bonnets. 
40,000,000 biids have been killed during the 
last 10 years. 
I sincerely hope the ladies' 


here will teach a different lesson from 
that. 


The speaker next talked of reptiles and 


said the much despised rattlesnake was 
really one of the most independent, and 
honorable creatures in existence, so that it 
would really have served as a good emblem 
for the United Slates had it been adopted 
in its early history. 
The rattler knows its 


great power, and knowing it, it gives fair 
warning to any creature coming within 
reach. It does not go farward to attack, 
but if the intruder comes to near it strikes. 
But as it can only strike about two-thirds 
of its le.ngtu, about 4 feet, one can get 
close enough to strike it with a stick or 
other weapon.

The Plumpers' Llcenie Bill. 


Governor Grcenhalpe signed a bill to li- 


cense plumbers on Wednesday. 


The act provides that no person, flrm or 


corporation shall engape in or work at tho 
business of pumbing, cither as a master or 
employing plumber or as a journeyman 
unless such person, flrm or corporation baa 
received a Hcenso or certificate therefor. 


On or before the first day of September, 


3894, every master or employing plumber 
and every journeyman plumber engaged in 
or working at the business of plumbing in 
this commonwealth prior to the 10th day 
of July, 1694, and desiring to engage in or 
work at said business in any city or town 
where licenses for plumbers are required 
shall personally register his name and 
ad- 


dress at the office of tho board of health or 
of the inspector of buildings, to whom ap- 
plications for licenses are to be made In 
such city or town, and stale, after being 
sworn, where and how long he has been 
engaged In and worked at said business 
and whether as a master or employing 
plumber or as a journeyman plumber. 


The bill provides for the aopointment o 


examiners and inspectors by boards o 
health, whose salaries shall be fixed by city 
councils and boards of selectmen.

He has his place and is a. use- 


ful little bird. 
After caraful investigation 


I could uever flod that he drove away any 
other birds RS Is generally stated. Of 
course he defends his nest as any bird will 
from Intruders, for he is ft pugnacious little 
fellow hut I have seen him in company 
with the moat delicate birds and ha never 
attempted to injure them. 


No, the ones who are driving away our 


songsters and our wnrblcrs are those who 
kill them for the purpose of supplying the 
fashionable world with finery, and the 
women who must have bird's wings and 
feathers to wear in their hats and bonnets. 
40,000,000 birds have been killed during the 
last 10 years. I sincerely hope the ladles' 
here will teach a different lesgon from 
that. 


The speaker next talked of reptiles aud 


said the much despised rattlesnake was 
really one of the most independent and 
honorable creatures In existence, so that It 
would reiilly have served as a good emblem 
for the United States had it been adopted 
in its early history. 
The rattler knows Its 


great, power, and knowing H, it gives fair 
warning to any creature coming within 
reach. It does not go farward to attack, 
hut if the intruder comes to near It strikta. 
But as It can only strike about two-thirds 
of its length, about -1 feet, one can 
get 


close enough to strike it with a stick or 
other weapon. 


In conclusion he advised the teachers lo

How to Remedy Brittle H«ir, 


A remedy for hair that is brittle and 


falls out is to pour a gallon of cold rain 
water on an ounce of sulphur and half an 
ounce of sugar of lead 
Let it stand, 


covered carefully, for a week, stirring 
occasionally. Strain it off and wash the 
hair with it every day. and when dry 
brush it- with a stiff brush. The cost of 
this is but 10 cents a gallon, and my ex- 
perience has been an entire cure for 
these evils. The sugar of lead is poison- 
ous, so keep it wnere no animal can 
drink it 


How to >Jako Nougat, 


Peel 4 pounds of small sweet al- 


monds, dry them well, put them in a 
warm place; put into a copper pan 2 
pounds of pounded sugar and about 13 
onncub of white honey; put the pan over 
tho fire and let the contents boil, skim- 
ming it the while. Alter the first boil 
put in four tablespoonfuls of rye sirup 
and a few drops of citric acid. When 
the sirup has cocked enough, take it 
off the fire, flavor it with any desirable 
essence, add a few drops of vegetable 
carmine to tint it, pour it on to an oiled 
piece of marble, and with a wooden 
spoon bring it all toward the center to 
form a pliable mass. Work the paste by 
pulling it lengthwise for about two min- 
utes. This must bo done by two persons, 
and briskly, so that the material has not 
time to get cold. In this mass mix the 
warm almonds and two handfuls of 
blanched pistachios; arrange it in a 
wooden box, lined throughout with 
strips of wafer. Smooth the surface of 
the nougat. It should be arranged in 
pieces about two inches deep. Cover this 
also with wafer; put on the lid; weigh 
it down so as to press the contents close- 
ly together. After 10 minutes take off 
tho weight and cut the nougat in thin 
Strips. 


How to Cook Mushrooms. 


If fresh, let them lie in salt and wa- 


ter about one hour. Then put them in 
the stewpau, cove r with water and let 
them cook two hours gently. Dress them 
with cream, butter and flour, as oysters, 
and season to taste. To fry them, when 
peeled put them into hot butter and let 
them heat thoroughly through. Too 
much cooking toughens them. Season 
well with butter, pepper and salt. Serve 
on buttered toast. A teaspoon of wine or 
vinegar on each mushroom is a choice 
method. To bake them place some largo 
flat ones, nicely cleaned and trimmed, 
on thin slices of well buttered toast, put- 
ting a little Inmp of butter in each, as 
also a snuff of ptnper and salt; lay them 
on a baking tray and cover them care- 
fully. Heap thu hot ashes upon them 
and let them bake on the hearth for 15 
or 20 minutes. They can al ;o be broiled. 
Choose the largest sort, lay them on n 
small gridiron over bright coals, the 
stalk upward. 
Broil quickly and serve 


with butter, pepper and salt over.

There are "wandering spiders," with no 


fixed residence, which have the power of 
running sideways or backward and threw 
out threads to entrap prey, but do not 
weave thorn into regular webs 
"Prowl- 


Ing spiders" have nests, but prowl about 
in the neighborhood or in that of the 
threads whitfli they spread to catch prey. 


''Sedentary spiders," such as the com- 


mon house spider, spin large webs and lie 
in wait at the middle or the sido. ''Water 
spiders" live in the water, generally among 
the leaves and stems of aquatic plants, 
where they construct their webs. 


Perhaps the most remarkable of spiders' 


nests are those of the ''trapdoor spiders" 
belonging to tho group of "underground 
weavers." The neat is a tubular burrow 
lined with silk and having the entrance 
covered with a circular lid of the same 
material, attached to the edge of the lining 
by a kind of hinge. 
. In tho most common form of nest the 
lid is made thick by having layers of earth 
between the layers of t>ilk and it fits, like 
a cork, into tho mouth of the tube which 
is beveled to receive it. As mosses grow 
on the lid as well as the surrounding 
ground, the concealment is complete. 


In some types of ncbt there is a thin 


external door and then one of a more solid 
kind some inches below, behind which the 
inmate can place itself and resist the in- 
trusion of an enemy.

A New Wrinkle In Ice. 


An Ingenious apparatus for the manu- 


facture of "cube ice" is an invention re- 
cently exhibited In London. The ma- 
chine, aa described by The Lancet, is a 
simple one, in which blocks of pure arti- 
ficial ice are placed, emerging in the same 
but a stronger shape and possessing some 
peculiar characteristics. 
When tapped 


with an ice chisel or even a penknife, 
they break up into cubes of convenient 
size, instead of shattering into irregular 
and ill assorted lumps. The invention 
has the virtue of economy, as there is no 
waste from broken ice, and the cubes are 
symmetrical and attractive. It is thus 
explained by The Lancet: "In the course 
of some experiments Mr. Van dor Weyde 
observed that ice at a temperature below 
freezing point, when newly cut and left 
in contact, adhered so strongly that it 
would not break in the same place, where- 
as, when exposed to a warmer tempera- 
ture, it would split at the originally cut 
places with great ease, and so, with thh 
extended knowledge of the interesting 
phenomenon of relegation, first brought 
to light by Faraday and afterward studied 
by Tyndall, Mr. 'Van der Weyde developed 
his invention fis tho outcome of its practi- 
cal application."

size, instead of shattering Into irregular 
and ill assorted lumps. 
Tho Invention 


has tho virtue of economy, us thero Is no 
wasto from broken ice, and tho cubes aro 
symmetrical and attrnctivc.

explained by Tho Lancet: "In the course 
of eoino experiments Mr. Van dor Weyde 
observed that ino ot a temperature below 
freezing point, when newly cut and left 
ID contact, adhered so strongly that \b 
would not break in the Game place, where- 
as, when exposed to a wanner tempera- 
ture, It would split nt the originally cut 
places with grcnt ease, and ao, with this 
extended knowledge of tho Interesting 
phenomenon of relegation, first brought 
to light by Fiiniday and afterward studied 
by Tyndnll, .Mr. Van del- Wcydo developed 
his Invention as tho outcome of Its practi- 
cal application."

the Atlantic exports only 914,398 bushels, 
against a io3,955 last year. Corn rose 2 1-4 
cents, partly in mere sympathy, but with 
more substantial accounts of injury, the 
western receipts having been 2,865,459 
bushels, against 3,545.291 last year.

changed, and cotton is steady at 7.37, 
with slender receipts, in spite of the de- 
cline in exports and visible stocks here 
and in Europe, amounting to 2,735,441 
bales, against 2,774,657 last year, more 
than enough to supply the world's re- 
quirements for four months. 


In the Industrial World. 


With only 2937 coke ovens working, and 


14,576 idle, with the Cambria discharging 
half its force, and seven out of nine of 
the Carnegie furnaces in bessemer out of 
blast, the production and manufacture of 
iron and steel are smaller than at any 
other time for years. While it is be- 
lieved that the deferred work will cause 
heavy production after the strike termi- 
nates, the demand for products is at pres- 
ent much below general expectations, 
even in the east. 


Other industries have been less af- 


fected, but many pf the textila aills, 
even in New England, hava now been 
closed for lack of fuel or of orders, be- 
sides other concerns in great numbers be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Mississippi 
river. The market lor (foods is dull and 
weak, with further reductions in price, 
and stocks visibly accumulating. Sales 
of wool in the paal five weeks have been 
16,949.498 pounds at three chief markets, 
against 12,875,000 last year, and 26,796,150 
in the same weeks of 1692. 


The returns of failures are still en-

The 
death of Baum is alleged to have been 
the outcome of conspiracy between Dr. 
and Mrs. Meyer and Carl Muller to de- 
fraud the Washington, the JEtna, the 
New York, and the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance companies, in which Baum's life 
was insured for $8500. 


After a great deal of difficulty in pro- 


curing the jurors, and innumerable de- 
lays from various causes, the trial was 
brought to an abrupt conclusion on Dec. 
18 by Alexander B. Low, one of the jurors, 
becoming insane while Charles W. Brooke 
•was summing up for the defense. The 
jury was then dismissed and a new trial 
ordered.* 


The case was called up again April 13, 


1894. A jury was finally secured April 25, 
since when the trial has dragged along, 
relieved by the sensational incident of 
May 13, when Mr. Chandler suggested 
that his client would plead guilty to 
manslaughter.

torney Mclntrye refused to receive the 
plea, and then Mr. Chandler explained 
that he had only been joking.

Aldrich announced that as a protectionist 
he would, if opportunity afforded in the 
consideration of the bill, vote for any rate 
of duty he thought just and reasonably 
protective in its character. 


Mr. Hale called attention to the fact

He admitted they 
had made concessions. They intended to 
stand together and pass this bill in spite 
of Republican filibustering. Bad as it 
might be, it was infinitely better than the 
present law. 


Mr. Hoar thought Mr. Mills' reply to

Vernon 
barracks, Alabama, to Fort Sill, Indian 
Territory, and for their support; and 810,- 
000 for the pnrohnHe of land for a rifle 
range at Sacfcetts Harbor, N. Y.

PREVENTED FROM ESCAPING. 


Anecdote* Belated by Marquis de Mon- 


chouu, a Commissioner Sent to St. Helena, 
The Emperor Was Cranky and Dlsagree- 
able—Quarrel* With JU«a Besn. 


Among tho contributions which the ro- 


a-nakened interest ia Napoleon I have 
c.i.l.-d forth is « letter heretofore, unpub 
Ilshed, -uritten by tho Marquis do Mou- 
ebenu, ono of the commissioners sent to 
St. Helena at the tiuio of tho exile of thu 
great, conqueror. 
After an introduction, 


iu w hich the. author describes m pes^imb;- 
tlo language tho condition of affairs in 
tho island, ho continues: 


"Now, as jon know all ray trial3, let 


mo speak of our great man, of his posi- 
tion and tho w<iy iii which ho is guarded. 
Tho g.irrisuu 01 St. Helcmi is composed of 
~,jUO ini'io. ilai«y pieces of orlillcry uml a 
bcoro of uiortaM dofund tho coast. B'ii:a- 
p.irto occupies tlio country houso of tlio 
lieutenant- governor, situated in tho only 
plain NU rho island and known by tho 
name, of Songrrood. This plain is sur- 
rounded by high rocks, and ouo can np- 
proaih it by only ouo path. About tho 
houf,o is tho Fifty-third regiment, iind 
farther on are companies of artillory, BO 
that tho entiro plain is guarded by troops. 
Nvipolcon lias 50 men to servo him, but 
takes advantage of his liberty to walk 
about alono without being annoyed by 
his guardians. But If ho desires to leave 
tho liulo plain Bonaparte is accompanied 
by an oiln.tr in uniform who does not 
leave him an itiatzmtandwho must report 
everything that ho haa dor-t> during the 
day. 


"Tho persons composing tho suit of tho 


'emperor' are watched by officers of ord- 
nance, and lus valcta by under officers. 
At, every hour of tho night tho governor is 
informed by means of a military tele- 
graph of what happens on tby island. 
A lew mlnuuv aro suilicient to alarm tho 
pc.rribon if necessary and havo ic under 
anus. Such aro tho precautions taken to 
gUiird Nupolooii as far as the laud itsolf 
is concerned. 


"As to the seaside, still greater care is 


taken. Two trigates rido at anchor, and 
tv> o brigs course incessantly about the is- 
land, and from 6 o'clock at night until 0 
o'clock in tho morning two nrmcd bands 
patrol the mountains overlooking tho bca. 
It is forbidden to row on the waters uf tho 
Wand without pcrmisaion; otherwise ono 
runs the risk of being arrested and shot. 
Ju> strange bout is allowed to land. A 
rewaid of 5 y. francs is given to anyone 
who signals tho approach of ti boat within 
20 liiigm-jof theuoast It must also bo re- 
membered that tho const is very danger- 
ous. Tho breakers aro so heavy that ono 
must often wait several days without be- 
ing able to leave his ship if permission is 
granted. 
You can understand from this 


that escape is Impoasiblo. Admitting 
even that the governor wished to favor tho 
flight of Bonnparte, it would bo necessary 
that tho admiral cormlva at his plan. 
!N"ow, if tho admiral should aid in deceiv- 
ing tho superior authorities and on a fa- 
vorablo night should allow two or three 
sloops to approach for tho purpose of carry- 
ing away our prisoner, what would be the 
fiito of these vessels.'

The idea has recently been advanced 


that tho peculiar channels that form so 
characteristic a feature of the Marslan sur- 
face havo been caused by immense missiles 
striking tho face of the planer, tangentially 
which, it is affirmed, would account fortha 
btraightneas of the lines.

evidently of proportionate depth 
And if

what mubt have been the initial velocity 
necessary to this accomplishment? Who 
will calculate- die steel pomttd and caso 
hardened diameter of tho celestial ball tlwt 
could thus tear its' way hundreds of 
leagues through whatever resistance that 
might be. eneounteud?

ception is most preposterous, and it is 
ama/ing that minds should be found capa- 
ble of advancing a hypothesis that has 
not a shadow of any logical procedure in 
nature to sustain ic.

And pages might bo added in do- 
scribing theso peculiar metamorphoses, to 
account for which no terrestrial phenom- 
ena that wo know of can. enublo us to trace 
a lino of Interpretation. 


But one thing wo may know, if we 


know anything of tho conditions bearing 
on human development, and that is, if tho 
Mansion change* bo physical, if theso al- 
leged phenomena bo not of tho nature of 
appearances, mirages, shadows, reflections 
or whatever, if they actually represent a 
changing contour of land and water, of 
such suddenness and on so Imiiionso a 
scale, from any cause or causes whatever, 
then no such development as the human 
represents is yet treading those planetary 
hemispheres. Tho very highest civiliza- 
tion, though developed to tho utmost pin- 
nacle, would soon dwindle into common 
savagery amid an unstable physical envi- 
ronment. What could bo done on a shift- 
ing and changing surface? Who would 
build moro than a mere temporary hut; 
who could havo heart for anything? Our 
earth has had no changes in 10, OUO years 
that would bo perceptible from M>iri, yet 
into what a panic wo aro thrown when a- 
little rocking occurs, and what would our 
civilization bo worth if sea and laud, lakes 
and rivers kept changing and interchang- 
ing''

is not tho slouderc.it thread of evidence de- 
ductible from any known law of anthro- 
pology that cither man or even any ap- 
proximating fauna Is- there. There can 
bo no development of tho animate into the 
higher forms so long as great physical 
changes occur with tho frequency that is 
manifest on Mars, if wo are to accept as- 
tronomical authority as to these changes.

A KortU Carolina Republic. 


What Is left of the eastern branch of the 


Cherokee Indians, now numbering about 
10,000 personB, live upon a tract known as 
the Qualla reserve, comprising somo 50,- 
000 acres In ono of the richest valleys of 
the western Korth Carolina mountains, 
under a perfectly organized republican 
government. The reservation lying along 
tho Ocona Lufta and Soco creeks is practi- 
cally a republic, independent in every way 
of the state and national governments. 


This little republic has a constitution of 


its own, which provides that the chief's 
term of office shall bo four years, with a 
salary of !>.jOO a year, and $4 a day extra 
when on the republic's business in Wash- 
ington Nono but a Cherokee of more than 
35 years o£ ug< 
% ia eligible to the chieftain- 


ship. " An assistant chief upon a salary ol 
$200 a year is ono of the national council 
and purforma^hu duties of the chief in tho 
absence of thl^ latter. In addition there 
are three executive advisers and a council 
coinpiising two dtlegatt-s from every hun- 
dred persons of tho tribe. 


This council is presided over by the 


chief, who, although he has the veto pow- 
er, is not at liberty to act in any matter 
of public policy without the authority of 
tho council. The voting franchise is re- 
stricted to every male Indian above 10 
yeara of ago and to white rnen who have

"Quicker Than Thought." 


Helmholtz showed that a wave of

Oil Wells In tbe Ocean. 


Reports from various sources render the 


existence of submarine oil wells very prob- 
able. 
Oil floating on the surface of the 


ocean has been frequently observed, and 
in many cases this has been thought to be 
due to the escape of petroleum or other 
oils from wrecks, but it has been found in 
Buch a great number of places and in such 
Quantities that this source is insufficient, 
in the opinion of an exchange, to account 
for its presence. 
An officer of a British 


steamer reports having passed through a 
large body of what was thought to be 
whale oil, about 100 yards square and 1 
foot deep, and there are many indications 
in the gulf of Mexico which point to the 
existence of submarine oil wells, or springs 
of some similar substance, and these must 
be the source of the floating oil.

lower price because it is taxed will get 
ju-.t the same income on his stock aa the 
man who buys at a higher price and has 
to pay a larger tax. 
IT the t-i.v. brings the 


price of the stock clown to $jQ per share, 
he will get just as large an income Erum 
his investment as the man who pays tlOJ 
for his stock, but has to pay double the 
tax. 


This argument should be looked at for 


a moment that we may see what it me-ins. 
Suppose that the stut k is selling for $luO. 
It is taxed somewhere and the corpora- 
tion is tnxed where it exists. It is sug- 
gested that we h!ive never enforced our 
tax la'is aud th.it if this law were en- 
forced we should get very much more 


made by the fathers of this common- 
wealth. \Vnen they went into this thing, 
they went into it fairly und justly and re- 
quired that the property should be here 
before it WHH taxed. They established ia 
the body of liberties iu 1041 this proposi- 
tion which .ppeals to every man who in- 
vestigates this subject to see how fur they 
entered into the spirit of fairnesnt 
"No 


man shall be rated here for any estaiU or 
revenue ho hath in England., or iu any 
forreine pirtea, till it be transported 
hither." That is where they stood upon 
the liberty of the individual to pay the 
tax where the property was protected and 
to pay the tax only once, and thoy pro- 
vided that the property which was not 
situated here should not be taxed. They 
did not tax tba man on It twice. They 
may have had som« reason for double 
taxation, but we hav* none. 


I ask you to go back to that old law 


which stood iu this commonwealth till 
1S!)G, before the law was enacted whiob is 
now on our statute books. It ia said that 
this present law has never been enforced. 
I sometimes feel as if I would like to see 
the friends of this law win a complete 
victory that they might know what would 
happen if they should try to enforce it in 
Massachusetts. I know what the reiult 
would be as well as 1 know th.it I stand 
here. 


A Loud Cry Against Hi Iniquity
